Last fall the students of Mac 
witnessed the start of the new 
Soil Science Building. 

This half -million dollar 
project located between the 
Main Building and Chemistry 
Building has now been com- 
pleted. 

The basemem of the new 
structure is equipped with a 
constant temperature room. 
Special growth chambers have 
been outfitted with the neces- 
sary controls for moisture, 
temperature and light regula- 
tion. 

The X-ray unit intheChem. 
Bldg. will be transferred to 
the new basement and used to 
study facets of soil and plant 
sciences. There are also fa- 
cilities for radioactive isoto- 
pe studies. The basement is 
the hub of research for the 
new department. 

The first floor includes ad- 
ministration offices, one of 
which has been set aside for 
the Federal Department of 
Agriculture Survey. Drafting 
rooms, Reading rooms and 
Laboratory facilities for the 
4th year students and gradua- 
tes are also located on the 
first floor.

NEW STUDENTS AT MAC 

A population explosion has taken place here this year with 
over nine hundred new students entering our ranks. 

The Faculty of Agriculture opens its doors to seventy first 
year students and fourty third year students, the latter coming 
from the Nova Scotia Agricultural College. The Home Economic- 
section is being increased by seventy new girls in their first 
year. This is twenty more than last year's first year students. 

The Institute of Education will see the biggest increase in its 
history. Seven hundred and fifty new students will register this 
year. Three hundred of these will enroll in the "Dip" and De- 
gree division. The T.P., IG. and 2S groups wUl have one hun- 
dred and fifty students each this year.

The Institute of Education 
was established at'Macdonald 
College in 1955, and this year 
the Institute has an enrolment 
of 808 students. Five courses 
are offered to these students, 
each course requiring certain 
qualifications. 

The IG or First Class Dip- 
loma (one yeax) course is open 
to all those holding a degree 
from a recognized university. 
This course is concerned 
mainly with methods, and is 
directed for the most part to- 
wards teaching Upper Ele- 
mentary or High School. 

The 2S or Second Class Dip- 



loma (one year) course is open 
to those holding a Senior High 
School Leaving or credits 
from a recognized university. 
This course is concerned with 
method courses as well as a 
few academics. It is directed 
for the most part towards the 
Elementary School. 

The Second Class Diploma 
(two year) course is open to 
those holding a Junior High 
School Leaving. The two years 
combine to offer several re- 
cognized academic credits as 
well as several method 
courses. This course is di- 
rected towards the Elemen- 



tary School. Also this course 
is the same as the first two 
years of the Bachelor of Edu- 
cation course. 

The TP or Temporary Per- 
mit (one year) course is of- 
fered to students having a 
Junior High School Leaving. 
The diploma gained at the end 
of the course is good for five 
years. During this period of 
five years, if teachers, wish to 
make his or her diploma per- 
manent they must attend Sum- 
mer School to make up the re- 
quired credits for the perma- 
nent diploma. This course is 
directed to the Elementary 
School.

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Soil Science 

The soil science option 
came into official being at 
Macdonald College. The option 
grew out of agricultural che- 
mistry and agronomy. This 
phase of research is neces- 
sary for good field crop pro- 
duction. 

The option is designed to 
make the student aware of the 
physical and chemical aspects 
of the soil used for the pro- 
duction of field crops and fo- 
rests. 

Dr. MacKenzie of the new 
department said that the em- 
phasis in the third year would 
be placed on the basic sciences 
related to soils. These will in- 
clude agronomy, bacteriology 
and botany. Students would 



also takes courses in quanti- 
tative and qualitative chemis- 
try and mathematics. 

Students in the fourth year 
will proceed to get a deeper 
understanding of soils from 
such courses as soil physics, 
soil chemistry and soil ferti- 
lity. Apart from the mere 
study, students will be res- 
ponsible for projects in each 
of these fields. 

Graduates of this option will 
be able to go on to further 
study or find positions in the 
chemical industries or be- 
come employed by the federal 
government under A.R.D.A. 
(Agricultural Rehabillitation 
and Development Act). There 
are many opportunities for 
people in this field.

Macdonald College partici- 
pates in the Ottawa-St. Law- 
re nee Inter-collegiate Ath- 
letic Association tournaments 
in Football. Soccer, Basket- 
ball, Hockey and Harrier. 
Football, Soccer and Harrier 
commence immediately upon 
registration and continue into 
the first part of November. 
Hockey and basketball start 
in November and run through 
until March. Due to the rapid 
turnover in Mac students, 
many new faces will, be need- 
ed for this years teams. It is 
hoped that the freshmen 
classes will supply this talent 
and spirit which is badly need- 
ed. 

Woodsman is the other sport 
in which Macdonald partici- 
pates, both fall and winter. 
University of New Brunswick 
hosts a meet about the third 
week in October, inwhichMag 
last year participated and pla- 
ced third among teams from 
Canada and the United States. 

Macdonald sponsors a sim- 
ilar meet in February which 
attracts teams from as far 
away as Vermont, New Brun- 
swick. Mac placed second in 
this meet last year. 

It is hoped anyone interest- 
ed in playing any of these 
sports will watch for notices 
of practice and then turn out 
to give it a try. All are wel- 
come. 

Intramural Sports 

Intramural sports are de- 
signed to give students who 
do not play inter- varsity 
sports a chance to participate 
in athletic programs, and to 



provide competition between 
classes. Points are awarded 
for participation and winning 
of certain sports. The most 
points may be obtained for 
your class by participating on 
an intercollegiate team. The 
class with the largest number 
of points at the end of the 
year is the winner of the in- 
terclass shield which has been 
handed down through the years 
to the winning class. 

The sports involved in the 
intramural program are Foot- 
ball, Track and Field, Har- 
rier, Volleyball, and swim- 
ming in the fall. Badminton, 
Hockey, Basketball and Wood- 
sman in the Fall. 

These sports are organiz- 
ed by the Men's Athletic As- 
sociation, which is made up 
of elected class representat- 
ives, and as a result are 
geared to meet the students 
interest as far as possible. 

Macdonald has a great many 
sports facilities and these are 
always available for students 
use. These are presently two 
playing fields, both in excel- 
lent condition. There is a track 
and jumping pits available for 
Track and Field and lots of 
running room in the arboretum 
for Harriers (and others.) 
Tennis courts are available 
for anyone to use at most 
times during the good weather. 
There two gymnasiums and 
two swimming pools, one of 
each in both the men's and 
women's residences. These 
are open for use at all times 
provided the rules for proper 
usage are employed. Persons 
violating such rules are liable 



to fines and expulsion from 
these facilities. 

Supplementing these facilit- 
ies Mac has considerable e- 
quipment required for many 
sports, and this is made avail- 
able to students for use as long 
as proper care is taken. It is 
through your M.A.A. repre- 
sentatives that you can obtain 
equipment or knowledge of its 
whereabouts. 

We have hopes this year of 
improving sports publicity to 
both the students and the out- 
sider. It is hoped that through 
reading the Failt Ye and wat- 
ching the notice board regul- 
arly that students can be kept 
aware of the function of Ath- 
letic on campus. 

We hope to make better use 
of the sports facilities we have 
available rather than expand- 
ing our facilities. We are 
pretty well off considering how 
few students are enrolled at 
Mac. 

During the year we have 
various Spectator buses or 
trains to away games, pep 
rallies, etc. These we will 
continue and possibly expand 
if the students desire. 

Track and Field, Swimming 
and Tennis have been dropped 
from the inter-collegiate level 
of competition this year due to 
a lack of participation and in- 
terest by students.
